THE DANGERS OK A TOO 
RIGID CENNORNH1P. 
Congress, like the general public, is 
divided in Its views regarding the 
IctiKtbs to which the military censor­ 
ship to be established during the war 
should go. The republicans have even 
tui'do the pending bill a party meas­ 
ure and are giving it united support. 
This is not in itself a guarantee of ex­ 
cellence, but It is a healthy sign that 
the nation la not to go mad In tbe 
hour of crisis and trade away all the 
rights that are the heritage of the 
people. 
A reasonable censorship—one that 
will withhold from the enemy infor­ 
mation that could be used to advant­ 
age against the United States—is ab­ 
solutely necessary. An unreasonable 
censorship— one that would cloak with 
darkness the doingB and machinations 
of a group of men lytth ulterior pur­ 
poses to Rerte—would be more than 
a national menace. 
In Great Brltaln-Lwhere liberty is 
less loved than in America—-the poNr- 
efful Northcliffe newspapers forced 
the government to modify the éenaor- 
ship at. first established. These great 
orgbs of publicity 
compelled 
tht 
abaiuionr.:< 5 * of the fruitless attempt 
to force the I) trdenelles. 
They did 
more than that—they foreed the re- 
Hrement from high patuikm oí a num­ 
ber of incompetents Vho<L’ ptades 
were filled with men or real abilii/. 
in the Stmnisft-Aracrfea/i war the 
hue and cry that the 
press 
raised 
agaihat “embalmed beef” saved 
the 
government millions of dollars 
and 
spared tbe lives of many brave men 
who had gone out to fight for their 
flag—not to furnish 
a 
market for 
rotting foods. 
In the present foar, unless the spot 
light of publicity Is tttfned 
on 
in 
high places, there 
will 
be 
odious 
blunders and glaring scandals. Trick­ 
sters will invoke this new weapon 
not only for their own enrichment, 
but for the spoliation of thé people. 
The American press has been the 
“palladium of liberty” 
in 
a 
real 
sense. 
Men who fear the devil but 
little and the laws less shrink from 
exposure and the ceftaln retribution 
that it brings. 
There are many of 
thbie in public and private life who 
hate worked consistently and cun­ 
ningly agatnBt a free expression 'of 
Speech. They will see in the present 
national exigency an opportunity to 
further a purpose in the name of pa­ 
triotism. 
It íb well enough to remember that 
there will be a United States 
of 
America after the war; That Amer­ 
ica must be a land of tolerance and 
enlightenment Before encroachments 
opon the people's .rights are allowed,

Among thesa we should rank corn, 
sweet potatoes, and cowpeaa, as pos­ 
sibly the otost generally practicable 
sum m er crops suitable for human food, 
as well as being suitable for feeding 
livestock. 
To these should be added feeanftts 
and the usual garden vegetables. 
As necessary for increasing the sup­ 
ply of meat, especially of pork, the 
South needs this year a larger acre­ 
age than ever before, not only of Corn, 
but also of velvet beana. soy beans, 
sorghum, and all tha other well known 
forage crops.
